Peaches which are of good size, and ap- 
pear through the red netting to be of good 
quality as well, turn out, when the covering 
is removed, to have been shi very green 
indeed. Some of them are still entirely green. 
Others are ripe on one side and on the 
other, Worse still, not a few of them are 
wormy, with the wormhole plainly visible as 
evidence that a little care would have exclud- 
ed them from the basket. 


Shippers of that sort of "No. 1" fruit 
are not adding to the reputation of Ontario 
peaches.
